Acreage not qualifying for pre-plant insurance 
includes sod fields not plowed by May 1, 
woodlots, orchards, fall sown land, acreage 
intended for summer fallow, acreage that was 
not in crop the previous year and has not beer 
tilled, or acreage otherwise declared 
unacceptable by The Commission.

To cover any insurable crop, you insure all the 
acreage planted to that crop.

Crop Insurance can.be used as security on crop 
production loans. You can assign your right to 
indemnity: to a second party. Just let us know

Deadline for application 


Applications for Spring Crop Insurance — and 
for the pre-indemnity option — must be in the 
hands of your Crop Insurance Agent by 
May 1 (May 15in Northern Ontario).
